DOMESTIC. 


The Report to M inister Low ell. 
Elberox, September 14;h.—The following 
was sent to Lowell to-night: “ There is an 
increase iu the President’s pulse, temperature 
and respiration, but it is so slight as not to 
necessarily indicate the condition of the blood 
as producing any new 0111 plications. The 
trouble iu the right lung is not inc-easirg, 
and is causing hiui less annoyance. He has 
taken adequate nourishment, and his sleep 
lias luen natural aud refreshing, so that if he 
has gained nothing he has probably- lost 
nothing during the day.” 
T errible D isaster at K ansas City. 
Kansas Citv, September 14‘.b.—A terrihle 
disaster occurred at the fair grounds this af­ 
ternoon, which resulted iu the destruction of 
the main hall and all the surrounding build­ 
ings. A tire broke out iu the west end of the 
main hall at 3:4’> P. M At that hour the 
hall was densely crowded, and at once a 
panic seized the multitude. All efforts to 
quiet the frightened and terror-stricken peo­ 
ple were of no avail, aud iu their confusion 
they rushed hither and thither, trampling 
each other down, while shrieks, groans and 
cries tilled the air. An immense heavy black 
cloud of smoke came from the burning build­ 
ing iu vast volumes, and settled like a pall 
over the grounds, which were literally black 
with the moving massof humanity—estimated 
a t'-’0,000 people. A strong wind was blowing, 
and the tire spread with wonderful rapidity, 
quickly communicating to the surrounding 
buildings. In almost an incredibly short 
space of time the main building, with all its 
contents, was in ashes. The Hames leaped 
across the avenues to newspaper row, quickly 
swallowing the temporary buildings of the 
Times, Journal and Mail, together with the 
Secretaries' offices and a number of refresh­ 
ment stands in that vicinity. The ti unes 
next attacked the grand stand, in which not 
less than l'-’.OOO people were seated watching 
the races. The people flew in terror before 
the advaucing fire. Many fell and were tram­ 
pled upon, am 1 a 1 arge nutn her were mai med and 
mutilated. Confusion indescribable reigned. 
A panic had seized upon the vast multitude, 
aud it seemed impossible to quiet their fears. 
Xo facilities for extinguishing the fire were at 
hand, and it did not stop until there was no 
more material for it. The fire department 
could not reach the grounds in time to he of 
any service. It had to lay 1,500 feet of hose 
to get water. It is believed that no loss cf 
life occurred. X’o one is reported missing up 
to the present time. The losses will foot up 
fully 850,000, including the buildings aud their 
contents, and are distributed among the vaii- 
ous exhibitors. There was very little insur­ 
ance. 
The Exposition Company's loss is 
about 810,000. The Board of Directors held 
a meeting after the fire and announced to the 
public that they will clean up the debris to­ 
night and proceed with the programme to­ 
morrow, beginning where it was broken off 
to-day.H ore Bloo<l»hr<l In .Arkansas. 
L ittle Rock, September 14th.—The iMm­ 
orral has the following particulars of a trag­ 
edy enacted yesterday in Canthron township, 
Bourbonville. Two young men—Robert and 
William Hamby, brothers, residing down the 
south side of Petit Jean creek—were fired on 
by an assassin from the steep banks of the 
creek. R .bert was killed by two buckshot, 
which penetrated the heart. William was 
fatally wounded, having received two buck­ 
shot through the intestines and two in the 
left arm. He rode half a mile before falling 
from his horse from exhaustion and loes of 
blood. 
S heridan nnd the A pache O utbreak. 
W ashington, September 14th.—A tele­ 
gram was received at the W ar Department 
to-day from General Sheridan, dated Chicago, 
September 12th, which says the Indian 
troubles in Arizona are confined to the White 
Mountain L’tes. There is no reason to be­ 
lieve that it will spread. The IndiaD Bureau 
regards the outbreak at Fort Apache as tem­ 
porary, and thinks the trouble is now all 
over. Governor Sheldon, of New Mexico, 
in a letter to Secretary Kirkwood, writes 
that the Indian troubles have been greatly 
exaggerated. As a matter of precaution, 
however, Sheldon urges that arms be sent 
out to arm companies of citizens that have 
been formed, lest the Indians that have been 
fighting might seek to join with Nana in his 
raid. Tlic N orthern ra rifir K allroad. 
N ew Y ork. September 14th.—The annual 
report of the Northern Pacific Railroad Com­ 
pany, to be submitted to the stockholders to- 
tnoriow, cays the earnings for the portion of 
the year ending June, 1881, were from 754 
miles against 722 miles in 1880, and shows an 
increase of $701,337 over the same time in 
1880. The expenditures were 82,025,390, 
leaving a balance in the treasury of $969,120. 
The work of laying steel rails on different 
divisions of the road is steadily advanced. 
H um an Bones Tor M anure. 
N ew Y ork, September 14th.—A special 
from Loudon says : A great sensation has 
been caused at Bristol jiy the discovery that 
a cargo of 300 tons of human bones is being 
discharged there to the order of a local firm 
engaged in manufacturing manure. The 
boEes were ehipped from Rodesto and Con­ 
stantinople, and are supposed to be the re­ 
mains principally of the defenders of Plevna. 
There are complete limbs among the hor­ 
rible cargo, and in some cases the hair still 
adheres to the skull. Peter Cooper says : 
It is a common thing among the British to 
buy human bone-. In fact, they wilji take 
all they can get at any time, and from any 
part of the world. They use them for ma­ 
nuring their lands. I have often heard it 
sail that England was manured with bor.es 
taken from the battlefield of Waterloo.

THE •• MILEAGE OF DIRECTORS" QUES­ 
TION. 
Some time ago an interior paper charged 
Dr. Harvey, one cf the Directors of the 
Insane Asylum at Stockton, with drawing 
illegal mileage, in that it was calculated 
from his county seat instead of from his 
place of residence, Galt. At a meeting of 
the Board, held soon thereafter, the m at­ 
ter was, Dr. Harvey states, informally 
talked over, but no orders entered at that 
meeting. He said he was unconscious of hav­ 
ing done any wrong, and if he had received 
any money not properly belonging to him 
it had been without intent on his part, and 
he Btood ready to right the matter if he 
had received money not lega’ly his. Sub­ 
sequently all the law on the subject wa9 
published by the Stockton Independent, 
and that article was reproduced in these 
columns. The article held that no illegal 
mileage had been drawn, that the compu­ 
tation complained of was the computation 
called for under the law, and that bad been 
followed without dissent for a long time. 
On the 9th instant the Board of Directors 
again met, aud the m atter was taken offi­ 
cial notice of, Dr. Harvey bringing it be­ 
fore the Hoard in the fo?m of a question of 
personal privilege; yet, he said, as a mat­ 
ter iu which all on the Board were equally 
interested with himself. The proceedings 
are reported in full in the Independent, 
He referred to the first informal considera­ 
tion, disclaimed all intention of reflecting 
on any member of the Board, bearing tes­ 
timony, to his belief, in their honesty and 
to their faithful labors for the people at 
large. For himself he did not fear the 
closest scrutiny, nor the moat rigid inves­ 
tigation. The office of Director is not 
one of profit or reward. The law allows 
per diem and mileage—the first not to ex­ 
ceed $140 per year, ar.d the latter, in his 
case, amounts to $108 a year. He hail 
been placed in a false light by papers and 
in dispatches. The Board had been a 
working one, constant in its duty, and 
often worked days on duty without either 
per diem or mileage. He could conceive 
of no motive that should actnate anyone to 
injure him as had been attempted. It was 
untrue that charges against him had been 
entertained by the Board or sustained. 
The records show it to be untrue ; yet it 
had been telegraphed abroad as fact. Soon 
after it was again telegraphed abroad that 
he had drawn illegal mileage since 1872. 
He read the telegrams he complained 
of, and also from a public journal of San 
Francisco, alleging that he had been forced 
to resign, and that he ought to be sent to 
jail for bis crime like any rogue, and still 
another of like ehaiacter from a San Fran­ 
cisco paper. He pronounced the state­ 
ments malicious falsehoods and slanders, 
and asked why he had been singled out as 
the one man on the Board for attack when 
others of the body occupied a like position 
on the mileage question. On the question 
of mileage he believed the Board to be 
harmonious, as it had been discussed and 
agreed that the mileage was to be estima­ 
ted from the connty-seat. (To this state­ 
ment the other members of the Board 
assented). He said he wanted the fullest 
investigation. He had been paraded as 
stealing mileage since 1872. The fact was 
that for three years he drew mileage 
from Galt, twenty-one miles, which is 
less than the absolute distance traveled. 
October 8, 1875, he introduced a resolution 
fixing the mileage from the residences, 
which he claimed to be in correspondence 
with the statute, making residence to mean 
county seat. 
Five months after the mile­ 
age was reduced to ten cents, or five cents 
less than allowed by law. The Board soon 
after took up Dr. Harvey’s demand for an 
investigation, reconsidered tbe action of a 
previous meeting, when it was resolved that 
mileage of Directors should be from county 
seats when Directors reside there, and for 
actual distance in other cases, in order to re­ 
move all action by the Board from the way 
prior to investigation. Resolutions were 
then adopted reciting the attack on Di­ 
rector Harvey, and that false telegrams 
had been sent to the effect that such 
charges had been sustained by the Board, 
and directing a committee to procure a 
legal opinion as to whether the mileage of 
non-resident Directors should be computed 
from the county seats of the counties in 
which they reside, and report the same to 
the Board. Dr. Harvey submitted, and 
asked that it be referred to the committee, 
a legal opinion by S. M. Wilson, R. J. 
Wilson and W. L. Dudley, to the effect 
that he had not drawn illegal mileage, and 
that the computation was properly made 
when made on the basis of the distauce to 
the county seat.

Then, terribly burned, he assisted 
those who had remained on board to reach 
the shore.

volt now in {regress apptara to represent 
a serious and powerful protest against the 
absolutism of tin Khedive, and since it 
originates in the army it haaca the Vice­ 
Roya! almost helpless, except from foreign 
iutcrvention. 
Our i ¡aorts of yesterday 
represented a h ’gh sta*o of excitement in 
goveruiiicntal cabinets over the Egyptian 
situation. 
“ Iu fact, all Europe is more 
“ excited 
over 
the Egyptian 
incident 
“ than 
anything 
that 
has 
occurred 
“ for several years." Tr.U unusual iuterest 
is due 
to the bearing the situation in 
Egypt may havs upon the Eiatcgarjuestion, 
and the probability that the revolt looks to 
the re-establishment of Turkish claims of 
sovereignty over Egypt. 
The one appre­ 
hension concerning the Eastern question is 
the danger of uniting all Islam agiinst 
Christianity, and the precipitation of a 
religious-war. 
Egypt is fertile ground f r 
the organization of such a movement.

And yet the States 
are not clamoring to surrender the right of 
local Belf-government becauBe it would be 
cheaper to do so. If the proposition to divide 
this State cannot be successfully combattcd 
with any le tte r argmnent than the cost of 
the governim nt proposed to be established 
it is already justified. 
Government is the 
servitor of civilization, bat to bo of tbe 
highest value it must be adapted to the 
local necessities of Statfs and communities. 
A centralized government embracing all 
the territory of the U nited States, and 
governed by a single legislative body, 
would bo a costly government, even if it 
could be sustained w ithout expense to the 
psoplo. 
A government adapted to the 
necessities of the people, and so ordained 
as to develop the resources of the territory- 
subject to it, may be cheap at a very high 
rate of cost, while a government such only 
iu name may be tlear at the 
lowest 
possible rate. 
The attem pt to persuade 
the people of Southern California that they 
do not want local self-government by­ 
showing them that it will cost S¡00,000 per 
annum will probably fail unless it can at 
the same time be shown th at a local State 
Government is not worth th at sum per 
y ear. 
The real issue appears to lie deeper 
than this question of cost in dollars and 
cents. 
If the existing State Government 
denies to the people of the southern por­ 
tion of the State advantages attainable 
under a separate State Government, then 
tho entire commonwealth is interested in 
the establishment of the new State. 
That 
State Government best calculated to de­ 
velop the resources, confer the great­ 
est wealth,

est civilization in Southern California 
is tho government to which the people of 
that section are justly entitled. 
Such a 
State government nvght be cheap at $-100,- 
000 or almost any other sum per annum. 
The question, when e< riously considered, 
is ono chiefly of fact. 
If the existing 
State Government does not perform for tho 
people of Southern California all the legiti­ 
mate functions of government, or if their 
continued annexation to the body- of the 
State denies to them 
any element of 
progress, then the highest interests of both 
sections will be subserved by a separation. 
We have not been f rtunate enough to meet 
with any adequate showing upon these 
questions of 
We do not understand the 
Dature of the complaint made against the 
existing State Government. 
Wo cannot 
therefore determine whether the m atters 
complained of are susceptible of being 
remedied. 
Of one thing we feel perfectly 
assured ; if the laws of the State act un­ 
equally upon the people of any etc ion ; if 
the .State Government has withheld from 
any section the exercise of any rights ac­ 
corded to other eectiom ; if the State ha3 
fostered the development of one section, 
and obstructed the growth of any other, a 
clear showing of the facta would secure an 
immediate remedy for any and ail such in­ 
stances of wrong or injustice. 
The ques­ 
tion of dividing the State may not be re­ 
garded as of serious import, but its agitation 
proves tho existence of either a real or 
fancied grievance, and in either case it de­ 
serves candid and serious consideration.

By the 
convention of 1811 the Egyptian army was 
lim ited to 13,000 men, but in IS el if was 
perm itted an increase of 30,000. 
For some 
yiars past all restrictions were removed, and 
the Egyptian standing army new comprises 
eighteen regiments of infantry of 3,-00 men 
each, cr 57,600 men, and four regiments of 
cavalry, ik -rcgaticg 10 000 men. 
The 
troops are armed with Remington rifles of 
modern invention. 
The uprising now ex­ 
citing Europe is a revolt on the part of the 
army against the Khedive, and the well- 
known sympathy of the caste comprising 
tho army with Turkish interests, is the im­ 
mediate occasion for apprehension as to the 
renewal of Turkish claims to the sover­ 
eignty of Egypt. The population of Egypt 
and its dependencies is much mere con­ 
siderable than is generally understood. Iu 
a report to the British Government in 1S7G, 
the populations of Egyptian [provinces were 
given as follows ; Eg^pt proper, 5 252,000 ; 
Nubia, 
1,000,000; 
Ethiopia, 5.000,000; 
Darfoor, 5,700,000. 
In addition to tho 
regular army there is a reserve of 30,000 
men, and an irregular contingent of 00,000 
more. 
In the present state of affairs Eog- 
land and I'ranco will find but little diffi­ 
culty in forcing still further concessions 
from the Khedive if they act together, but 
as intimated in our dispatches, neither will 
trust the other to undertake the task alone. 


A reporter of the R ecoud-L 'n k .n makes 
up the following epitome of his observa­ 
tions in Butte county :

About ‘.HX),Ü00 centals is the estimate of 
tiiis year's crop, only one-third of which 
has been sold. 
The balance is held by 
produc. rs for advanced rates.

Club wheat is considered the most desir­ 
able for farmers to sow. 
The yield is gen­ 
erally good, and it stands wind and drought 
and is the toughest and hardiest wheat for 
s; vere weathor. 
Barley is a very short 
i .-op both iu B utte county and all through 
the va ley. 
The quality of w hat was 
raised is good, consequently the pries is 
high- i.igher in fact than it has been for 
three or fonr years. 
This year the acreage 
will be increased about double th at of laEt 
year. 
The price at present is firm at 
§1 40. 
Hay is a full average crop in the 
county, but if the upper valievis included, 
the crop m ust bn considered’ short. 
The 
present price is §10 per ton, in the bale. 
The farmers, as a general thing, the c-uning 
year will not require any great amount ot 
new agricultural machinery, having made 
unusually largo purchases the last two 
years. 
Only what is necessary to replace 
the usual wear and tear will lie wanted. 
They are taking better care of their farm­ 
ing tools than heretofore, which augurs 
well for them. 
Taking all things into 
consideration, the farmers of Butte county 
have very bright prospects ahead of them.

F. Oakes, 
Vice-President of the North Pacific Railroad 
Company, telegraphs aa follows from New 
York to the Orcyonian : “ The North Pacific 
Railroad Company, iu view of the large vol­ 
ume of business expected on the opening of 
the through lir.e across the continent, has de­ 
cided to coEstruct a line ou the north sido oí 
tbe Columbia river from Ainsworth to The 
Dalle*. 
The work is to commence on this 
division at once.’’ From this dispatch there 
is every reason to suppose that the road will 
cross the Columbia just above the town of 
Dalles aud there connect with the Oregon 
Riiiroad and Navigation Company’s line, or 
will be continued on the Washington side to 
the same point, crossing further down. 
Of 
this, however, there is no positive knowledge. 
It is certain from the resolution which the 
company has taken to build down the Colum­ 
bia, that tbe liae across the Cascade moun­ 
tains to the north will not lie undertaken yet.

This 
w ill be remembered as the c.i e in which t i e 
victim was formerly an inm ate < f the Fr -- 
testsn t Orphan A. ylun-, but at ti e tim e of 
her abducti -i was em ployed with a fam ily in 
the upper portion of the city, and w hin 
brought back at the tim e of the arrest of 
Cook, had become an iova-id from «iis, a-? re­ 
sulting from the crime, by reason of which 
she h is since been an invalid :-.t tho County 
Hospital. 
Toe trial yesterday was c o n ’u ctid on the 
nrrt of the people by Di=tii-_t A ttorney 
Buckley, and for the di ft-use by M r Budd, 
of Stockton. 
A t the conelu-i- n of the tis i- 
inonv for t.he people, a moti :i w • mada !-y 
defendant’s counsel I r adi-ui.i cal of the cas*, 
or that the jury be instructed to find a ver­ 
dict of not guilty, upon t i e ground that 
in order t« convict under the statute it 
uiust be shown 
that the defendant took 
the girl from under the care or protection 
of her father or guardian, wh leas the testi­ 
mony in th :B case discloses the fact that I. mis 
H aleche, another young man now awaiting 
trial for abduction, was the 
party that 
actually took her from the place where her 
father had procured her em ploym ent, and 
had placed her in tho Ugg H ouse, on 1. street, 
for improper purposes; lhat when she had 
teen there a day or two in company with 
H atsche, the present defendant, Co. k in ­ 
duced her to go with him to W oodland, as 
before stated. 
Counsel argued that inducing 
tl-e girl to leave the CDg House, to which 
place H acsche had t. ken her, and where sl.a 
was when Cook found her, did not constitute, 
under the statute, taking her from the care 
or protection of her father, and hence that 
the charge against the defendant m ust he dis­ 
missed. 
The D istrict A ttorney took the 
ground that the object of the statute was to 
prevent just such crim e as nad been c: inmit- 
ted in this case—the inducing or foro ng 
females to leave a proper and honorable life 
t-i enter one of sham e—and that although 
the girl was not in the actual care or custody 
of the father at tho time Cook took her away, 
yet the girl was still, in the meaning of the 
law, in the care of tho father, as ha had not 
relinquished it, and could not be deprived of 
it under the intent of the statute, in such 
manner as by tha intervening wrongful act of 
a third person. 
The question was argued nt considerable 
length h fore Judges Clark and Denson, who 
sat together, as in bank, to hear and decide 
the point, the jury for the tim o having been 
withdrawn to another room. 
A t Ihe conc'ii- 
sioD, the Court overruled the motion of de­ 
fense, upon the ground. amoEg other things, 
that the part taken by Cook was a portion of 
the general act of inducing and conducting 
ttie girl from a position of honor to one of 
s amr, the prevention of which crime was the 
express object of the statute. 
Tho jury was then recallsd, an ! the triai 
resumed, and upon conclusion a verdict of 
guil y was sliu cst im m ediately rendered. 
T he defendant's c-unsel gave notice of a mo­ 
tion for a new trial, tii-i hearing cf which was ; 
set for to-morrow. 
The 
trial of Jrouis I 
lian.sebe, upon inform ation for abduction, in 
connection w ith the same crinr-e tor which 
Cook has been convicted, w ill take placs next 
Saturday.
